The same newspaper is well pleased 
that the income tax remains at its 
present level, in which it 1s opposed 
to both the Calgary Herald and Ed- 
monton Journal the latter considering 
that the faflure to reduce that tax is 
the most disappointing feature of the 
budget, especially in view of the double 
tax on common stockholders. In. this 
view the Calgary Herald joins, saying 
that the urban disappointment will be 
keen, it adds that the income tax 
has always been a favorite with the 
farmers who see the main burden of 
it resting on city dwellers, and sug- 
geste that only the pre-election budget 
‘will see further reductions in the tax 
on incomes.

No doubt these manufacturers 
make satisfactory arrangements with 
the Calgary Power Co., as they have 
a surplus quantity of energy in the 
day time. 

The Board of Trade might keep an 
eye open for some factory that would 
like to locate in a good town. 

Along these lines the following 
article in the Financial Post is quite 
interesting, 

“A Mayor of a western city writes 
to us asking how his city can get new 
industries. He points to the preval- 
ent tendency among industrial con- 
cerns of eastern Canada to take care 
of their western trade by the or- 
ganization of branch factories in the 
West. He points out that his city 
offers favorable terms and conditions 
for the establishment of industries 
and he wants a list of eastern in- 
dustries that are considering the 
establishment of branch plants in the 
West. He wants to write to their 
executive officers, 

“Undoubtedly, this mayor has 
rightly sized up the present develop- 
ment. The tendency to secure mass 
production by concentrating manu- 
facturing in a single plant is passing. 


Decentralization in industry is in- | 


fluencing executives, There are many 
advantages in this, One is that the 
saving in freight rates obtained is 
considerable, Another is that decen- 
tralized plants diffuse the risk of 
labor and similar troubles, A third is 
that decentralized plants are able to 
appeal to local trade. A fourth point 
in favor is that decentralized plants 
are able to recruit their human raw 
material from a more <liversified area. 

“To get factories, a city nowadays 
must sell itself just as a manufacturer 
sells his merchandise. Advertising is 
of distinct value. Cities should buy 
advertisements in papers addressed to 
business men to tell of their advan- 
tages in labour, railway routes, raw 
material supplies, power, etc. But 
advertising will not do the complete 
job any more than advertising alone 
will sell the merchandise of a manu- 


facturer, Advertising is a necessary 
and integral part of the selling plan, 
but it cannot be the whole plan.
